I was told 
that the first lot of butter from the 
creamery brought forty cents per pound, 
and that the second lot brought thirty- 
Eve cents, which was probably the rea- 
son for the promulgation of the edict 
forbidding the use ot cotton-seed meal, 
and which also led one of the directors 
of tho above-mentioned creamery asso- 
ciation to visit all of the patrons of the 
creamery, to inquire into the methods 
of feeding, to look at tho milk-setting 
apparatus, and to note the cleanliness 
or tho want of it among the different 
patrons. It is worthy.of note here that. 
this director was led to remark that ho'. 
found the patrons were feeding less' 
cotton-seed meal than when they were 
making tho forty-cent butter. 


Similar testimony would be given by 


a large majority of the butter-makers of 
Franklin .County, where largo quanti- 
ties of cotton-seed meal is fed to milch 
cows, and whore tho use of it is steadily 
increasing. Tho testimony is that when. 
fed judiciously, it increases the quantity 
of milk, and improves the quality of 
butter. A Franklin County farmer told 
me a while since that he was feeding 
his cows four quarts, each, daily, that 
he was making ninety pounds of butter 
per week, and that it netted him thirty- 
seven cents per pound. He snid that he 
continued to feed the meal through the 
summer, 'while^his cows were"at pasture. 
Although I would hot advise feeding so 
largo a quantity as this man. did, yet I 
believe it to be a valuable feed. I prefer 
to iced it in connection with other kinds 
of.grain, and am at present feeding a 
mixture of .cob-meal, wheat bran, rye 
and cotton-seed meal. The intention is 
that each cow shall receive three pints 
of the cotton-seed meal per day. Having 
fed cotton-seed meal more or less for 
twenty-five years, I am prepared to 
speak'in its favor. For fattening stock, 
there is no danger in feeding it more 
freely, and I would give any fully-grown 
animal from four to six quarts a day, or 
even more if mixed with an equal 
amount of some lighter feed, as cob 
meal or bran, or both. I have learned 
from experience that fattening animals 
are fed more economically when, fed 
•with » variety of grains, especially, when 
the animal is being fed. all it will bear. 


During the last year there has been 


considerable cotton-seed meal brought 
into the valley which is not the best. 
The best meal is finely ground and of 
quite yellowish cast, sweet to the smell 
and taste, and readily dissolves when 
puc into the mouth. The poorer class 
is red, or greenish in color, smelling 
strongly, not ground finely, and contains 
what appears to be a portion of the 
seed-hulls, which are very objectiona- 
ble. I am not sure but that the latter 
described article may be just as good 
for fertilizing purposes, but I should 
not ad vise any one to purchase such for 
feeding. While speaking of the value 
offeeffor a fertilizer, the thought is 
suggested, that according to Professor 
Laws's, or Professor Harris's analysis 
of the fertilizing value of different kinds 
of feed, cotton-seed meal is worth tho 
market price of it to-day for that pur- 
>oso. 
Then when we consider that 


vhen used as feed it loses but from five 
o ten per cent, of its value by passing 
hrough the animal, we see that its 
ralue as nutrition is not its only value; 
£y experience in feeding the meal for 
so long a time has given me a prejudice 
n favor, of what- we call "Memphis 
meal," br that'which is ground in Mem- 
jtiis;—John M:- {Smith, in

New Polonaises. 


Polonaises made of the light-weight 


woolen stuffs used for spring suits are 
more bouffantly draped than tho pelisse- 
iko garments of heavy cloths or velvets 
worn during the'-winter. In some .cases 
this fullness ;:is! made entirely hy addi- 
iional breadth-.below the waist, laid in 
aollow claits in tho three- scams of the 
backybutinV-o'thers there is the cross 
seam, called tho Newmarket seam, 
curved ; across the hips in a way that 
jives fuller drapery. The fronts of the 
polonaises aro quite'.plain, single-breast- 
ed, and usually slope away toward the 
sides :to disclose a plaited skirt beneath. 
The waist is fitted as smoothly as a cui- 
rass, and extends low and smooth over 
the hips in Jersey style, giving the be- 
corningV, effect -formerly so popular in 
the Marguerite'polonaise. A youthful- 
looking over dross called the revers po- 
lonaise has each front turned back be- 
low the hip. ^soam, and. .this revers ex- 
tends all around'the sides quite plainly 
to meet the seams next the middle forms 
of the back, where there is additional

The parties to a recent marriage in 


Brooklyn, N. Y., were Mr. K&bert 
Huzza, alias Major Littlefinger, twenty- 
four years of age and three feet six 
inches high, and Miss Ida H. Hosiner, a 
lady three feet two inches high. .
